NOTIFICATION 

S.O. 554(E).— 1 -Whereas the Central Government 
hacl framed the scheme known, as the Narmada 
Water Scheme inter alia constituting the Narmada 
Control Authority in exercise of the powers confer¬ 
red by secion 6A of the Inter State Water Disputes 
Act, 1956 (33 of 1956) vide Notification of the 
Government of India, Ministry of Irrigation No. S.O. 
770(E), dated the 10th September, 1980; 

And whereas the question of regulated and orderly 
development of the Narmada Valley and the Narmada 
sugar, Sardar Sarovar and other Projects, planned in 
tfie Narmada Basin has been further discussed with 
the State Governments • concerned and (he agree¬ 
ment has been reached inter alia to enlarge the 
role and strengthen the composition of. the Narmada 
Control Authority and the Review Committee so as 
to take such measures as are necessary or expedient 
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for the protection of the environment and prepare 
schemes for the welfare and rehabilitation of oustees 
and other affected persons; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers confer' 
red by section 6 A of the Inter-State Water Disputes 
Act, 1956 (33 of 1956), the Central Government 
hereby further amends the Narmada Water Scheme, 
as follows, namely:— 

1.(1) This scheme may be called the Narmada 
Water (Amendment) Scheme, 1987; 

(2) It shall come into force on the date of its 
' publication in the Official Gazettfe. 

■2. In the Narmada Water Scheme,— 

(1) in paragraph 1, for the words “Narmada Water 
Scheme”, the words and figures“Narmada Water 
Scheme 1980”. shall be substituted; ' 


(xii) to (xv) four persons of the rank of 
Engineer-in-Chief, Chief Engineer or 
Additional Chief Engineer in-charge 
of the Irrigation Department, die 
power Department or the State Electri¬ 
city Board, one each to be appointed 
by the State Governments of Gujarat, 
Madhya Pradesh, Maharashtra and 
Rajasthan.

(b) The Executive Member will be in-chargc 
of the administrative work of the Authority 
under the general supervision and control 
of the Chairman. The Central Govern¬ 
ment, or as the case may be, the State Gov¬ 
ernment shall have the pow ,v r in remove 
or suspend any of die Member appointed 
under clauses (ix) to (xv), if in its opinion 
he is not suitable to continue as a Mem¬ 
ber.
